WASHINGTON, March 30 (AP) 
—President Truman is expected to 
sign, in plenty of time, the legisla- 
tion that continues rent controls 
for another 15 months, with pro- 
vision for “home rule” decontrol. 
The present law will expire at mid- 
night Thursday. 

Congress late yesterday ap- 
proved the new bill and sent it to 
the White House by overwhelming 
votes. 

Representative Patman (Dem.), 
Texas, said the legislation will 
mean a “rollback of illegal rents,” 
as ‘well as increased rents on some 
properties where landlords are not 
now showing a profit. He said it 
would put an end to the rent 
“black market” that Tighe Woods, 
rent administrator, reported to be 
growing throughout the country. 

Patman predicted “ sands of 
suits” will be brough collect 
treble damages for rent over- 
charges. 

“Heretofore,” Patman said, “il- 
legal rents have been collected 
because the tenant could not re- 
sist; The tenant would not sue 
because there were too many ways 
for the landlord to evict him. But 
now the tenant is secure, because 
he cannot be evicted without the 
rent administrator's approval. 

House Democratic Leader Mc- 
Cormack of Massachusetts said in 
his opinion there would not be any 
big increases in rent for anyone, 
and most rents probably would not 
be increased at all. 

A realty interests spokesman 
said at New York, however, that 
landlords will demand 10 to 30 per 
cent increases—with the biggest 
rises on the cheapest apartments.

Hulahan, ‘ousied from affairs of 
the laborers’ union following his 
indictment with three other union 
officers in 1941 in the $151,000 
shortage of funds of Local 42, was 
reinstated last December, He then 
Was appointed acting business 
agent to fill the unexpired term 
of his brother, John Hulahan, who 
resigned. An election of officers 
of Local 42 is scheduled for June. 

An (embezzlement indictment 
against Hulahan, growing out of 
the union fund shortage, was dis- 
missed by the Circuit Attorney’s 
office in 1946 with the statement 
the state could not establish that 
Hulahan was a party to the al- 
leged conspiracy. Of the four 
union officials charged in the case 
only Orville Golden, former sec- 
retary-treasurer, went to prison. 

When the fund shortage was 
under investigation Golden told 
federal agents and police that 
work permits for jobs on war 
plant construction were sold over 
and over again to different work- 
men for the same jobs, and that 
he, Hulahan, and two other for- 
mer officers of Local 42 divided 
about $6000 obtained in that man- 
mer. A strike of AFL laborers 
was called at the small arms plant 
in 1941 by Hulahan and Earl Jen- 
kins, another business agent, in 
defiance of a Building Trades 
Council decision against strikes at! 
defense projects. At the meging | 
of Hulahan and Jenkins 2200 la- 
borers quit the job after officers 
of the Fruco Construction Co. re- 
fused to rehire two laborers fired 
for loafing. 

Shooting Episode. 

Hulahan and Jenkins were ar- 
rested in 1942 in a police investi- 
gatiun of an attempt to shoot 
Ernest Rodcay, who succeeded to 
the job of business agent of Lo- 
cal 42 following their ouster. Five 
pistol shots were fired into a 
trailer camp on Lemay Ferry road 
and one bullet passed through a 
trailer in which Rodcay was 
sleeping. Hulahan and Jenkins 
protested they knew nothing 
about the shooting. 

St. Louis county deputies have 
arrested Hulahan on two occa- 
sions for carrying firearms. A 
warrant charging him with exhib- 
iting a dangerous and deadly 
Weapon was dismissed in 1947. 
Following the fatal shooting of 
William J. Luttrell, bartender in 
Hulahan’s Pine Lawn tavern, in 
1944, Thomas P. (Buckets) Shel- 
ler, charged with the killing, tes- 
tified that he had fired one shot 
and Hulahan fired four shots in 
‘the tavern.

Cites Sales Tax Frauds in | 
Attack on Opponent —| 
Democrats Seeking Ne-

J. Edward Gragg, mayoral] nomi- 
nee, charg yesterday that his 
Democratic *Mpponent, former Di- 
rector of Public Welfare Joseph 
M. Darst, administered the Pepart- 


ment of Public Welfare: “in- 
efficiently” during the eight years 
Darst was director. 

Asserting he based his criticism 
on the Griffenhagen report, made

in February 1941, following a sur- 
vey of the city government, Gragg 
said in a statement he was not 
making the criticism “in the spirit 
of vindictive partisanship.” 

“This survey showed,” Gragg 
said, “that many of the workers 
employed by my opponent were 
unqualified for the positions they 


were undermanned and conse- 
quently were unable to accomplish | 
the tasks assigned them. Not only | 
did this mean wasteful duplica- 
tion of work and inefficiency, but 
it encouraged loafing and lax 
discipline.” 
‘Democratic Dereliction.’ 

In another statement, Gragg 
cited the recent sales tax frauds 
as “an example of the Democratic 
dereliction of duty in enforcing 
the laws of the state and an indi- 
cation of similar disregard the St. 
Louis adherents of the corrupt 
state machine would have for the 
public interest.” 

He said that Darst fs a “major 
influence in the machine con- 
trolled by Gov. Forrest Smith, who 
brazenly tried to whitewash a 
scandal that rocked the honest 
citizens of Missouri. Every dollar 
mulcted through corrupt sales tax 
collections was a dollar lost by old- 
age pensioners and indigent chil- 
dren.” 

“This insensibility to human 
suffering,” Gragg said, “seems to 
have the whole-hearted approval 
of my opponent, who went down 
the line and raised huge funds for 
the election of a state administra- 
tion whose integrity is questioned 
by every honest citizen.” 

“Organized Gambling.” 

Switching back to what has 
been his principal theme in the 
campaign, that organized gam- 
bling interests will “take over St. 


‘Louis, if the Democrats are 


elected,” Gragg said: 

“Retail dealers in all .lines of 
business are wondering how much 
they will have to pay for ‘protec- 
tion’ to stay in business, if organ- 
ized crime syndicates are given 
the green light in St. Louis. Pro- 
tective associations spring up 
overnight when gangster mobs 
take over a city. Retail dealers 
are told they had better join up 
for a certain fee per week or un- 
pleasant things happen to them.” 

He said reports have reached 
him of a “vicious whispering cam- 
paign which has been unleashed 
to the effect that, if Republicans 
want to remain healthy, they'll 
stay away from the voting booths 
April 5. 

“The political mob that backed 
Gov. Smith and which now is 
backing Darst is making a des- 
perate last-minute fight to intimi- 
date the voters of the Republican 
party and keep them away from 
the polls next Tuesday,” he said. 

Union Group Opposes Darst. 

The political committee of Local 
688, AFL International Brother- 
hood of Teamsters, adopted a res- 
olution opposing the election of 
Darst at a meeting last night, 
Harold J. Gibbons, president of 
the local, announced, He said the 
membership of the union, number- 
ing about 10,000, will be urged to 
vote against Darst. 

The resolution, Gibbons said, 
opposed Darst on the ground he 
“lacks a record which would en- 
title him to the support of organ- 
ized labor,” in that he “fought the 
organization of city employes in; 
1938,” and assumed leadership to 
prevent establishment of a hospi- 
tal on Lindell boulevard by the 
Labor Health Institute.

PSYCHIATRIST’S REPORT 
ON MAN WHO KILLED BABY 


William N. Pollard, who is await- 


the kflling of 21-month-old Jos- 
eph Nichols, is not insane to the 
point of not being able to dis- 
tinguish right from wrong, but is 
subject to “psychotic episodes” and 
should be confined, a court-ap- 
pointed psychiatrist reported yes- 
terday. 

Dr. Edmond F. Sassin, appointed 

Feb. 28 to make a series of exami- 
nations of Pollard in city jail, filed 
his report with Circuit Judge 
James E. McLaughlin, in whose 
court Pollard is scheduled to go 
to trial April 11. Pollard claims 
not to remember circumstances 
of the murder, the report stated, 
and has a psychopathic back- 
ground. 
The report found that treatment 
in Pollard’s case has failed in the 
past, and suggests “long-term in- 
stitutional placement, probably 
permanently.” It added that while 
Pollard has been a detriment to 
society, long-term placement could 
result in stabilization. Following 
his arrest for the murder last No- 
vember Pollard faked a hunger 
strike at the jail, and later de- 
manded elaborate meals. He has 
been a patient in six mental in- 
stitutions and became acquainted 
with the father of the ‘Nichols 
child in a hospital. 


9 MORE CIRCUIT ATTORNEY 
ASSISTANTS VOTED BY HOUSE

JEFFERSON CITY, March 30 
—A bill providing for five addi- 
tional assistant circuit attorneys 
and raising salaries in the office of 
Circuit Attorney James W. Griffin 
of St. Louis, which was killed last 
Thursday, was reconsidered and 
passed by the House yesterday, 
108 to 10. The measure now goes 
to the Senate. 

Reconsideration of the bill had 
been requested by St. Louis circuit 
judges, who at,a general term 
meeting Monday said that addi- 
tional assistant circuit attorneys 
rather than more judges were 
necessary to clear the congested 
criminal dockets in circuit court. 
The bill proposes to enlarge the 
staff of assistant circuit attorneys 
from 8 to 13, and provides for 
three additional clerks and stenog- 
raphers. It also would increase 
the pay of all personnel with the 
exception of Circuit Attorney Grif- 
fin, whose salary is $10,000 a year. 
Additional personnel and salary 
increases would cost $54,280 a year.

Antagonists in the Gonflict are: 

Edwin G. Nourse, 66 years old, 
chairman of the council, wlio 
spent most of his postgraduate 
years as a teacher and a research 
economist, and has been a past 
president of the American Eco- 
nomic Association and the Ameri- 
can Farm Economics Association, 
and— 

Leon H. Keyserling, 41, a law- 
yer, who got into economics as an 
assistant at Columbia University 
and who later became legislative 
assistant to Senator Wagner 
(Dem.), New York, then general 
counsel to the United States Hous- 
ing Authority, and still later gen- 
eral counsel of the Natianal Hous- 
ing Agency. 

Minority of One. 

Though chairman of the council, 
Nourse is a minority of one. John 
D. Clark, third member, who is 64, 
sides with Keyserling in what be- 
gan as a difference over proce- 
dure but has widened into a rift 
over philosophy, purpose, and eco- 
nomic outlook of the council. 

Nourse views the council as a 
non-political, professional body. 
Keyserling and Clark, who like 
Keyserling began his career as a 
lawyer, feel the council, if it is to 
be effective, must play a political 
role. Clark became a vice presi- 
dent of Standard Oil of Indiana 
and later dean of the College of 
Business Administration of the 
University of Nebraska. 

Nourse highlighted the _ rift 
when, early in February, he re- 
ceived an invitation from Senator 
O’Mahoney (Dem.), Wyoming, 
chairman of the Senate-House 
Joint Committee on the Economic 
Report, to testify on the Presi- 
dent’s anti-inflation program. He 
was out of the city. After Keyser- 
ling had testified, Nourse wrote 
O'Mahoney as follows: 

“I understand that Mr. Keyser- 
ling and Mr. Clark freely and glad- 
ly accepted your invitation to ap- 
pear before the committee. If I 
had been there, I would have had, 
in good conscience, to ask that I 
be excused. 

States His Position. 

“I think you are aware that I 
have always taken the position 
that the council occupies a unique 
role of intimate and essentially 
confidential] professional service to 
the President. It is my belief that 
this agency cannot, over the years, 
discharge this function effectively 
and without embarrassment either 
to the Chief Executive or to the 
council members if it is drawn out 
of the executive office into the 
political atmosphere of the Bill to 
discuss specific issues of policy on 
which the President has made his 
own recommendations.” 

Clark has indicated that 
Nourse’s policy would condemn 
the council to impotence and in- 
action. He and Keyserling feel 
that the council] should: f 

1, Undertake economic studies. 

2. Translate these studies into 
recommendations to the President, 


and— 
3. See that the recommenda- 
tions are put into effect—that is,

He called a special session of Con- 
gress to enact it. When the Eight- 
ieth Congress refused to comply, 
he campaigned on the issue. Tru- 
man, was committed. The council 
was not. 

Nourse Not for Controls. 


Nourse had never gone along 
with the idea of standby price 
and rationing controls in peace- 
time. He felt the public wouldn't 
accept them. When, back in 1947, 
he was asked by Averell Harri- 
man, then Secretary of Commerce, 
to be a witness supporting the 
President’s earlier anti-inflation 
plan, he asked to be excused, and, 
first, on the general principle that 
the council is non-political, and, 
second, on the practical ground 
that if asked if he felt such con- 
trols were desirable, he would 
have to say no. 

This year, Nourse felt even 
more strongly. Conditions had 
changed. The cost of living was 
declining. Agricultural prices had 
taken a spill in January and early 
February, the gray market in steel 
was subsiding, layoffs were in- 
creasing. 

Both Keyserling and Clark, in 
supporting the President's pro- 
gram, had to emphasize the infla- 
tionary forces. Otherwise, they 
could not, logically, ask for price 
controls. True, they both said 
that some prices were going down, 
but the general impression they 
felt was that inflation was still 
the dominant danger in the econ- 
omy. Since then further price 
cuts and layoffs and another 
drop in the cost of living index 
have weakened that position. 

Open Conflict. 

Nourse, himself, has come out 
into open conflict with his col- 
leagues. Following a conference 
with the President on Feb. 18, he 
told reporters that we are in a pe- 
riod of “healthy disinflation.” by 
which he meant that inflationary 
pressures were subsiding. 

As a result of the conflict, the 
council has lost caste in Washing- 
ton: On Capitol Hill, for instance, 
Senator Flanders (Rep.), Ver- 
mont, who originally felt it was 
Nourse’s duty to testify before 
Congress, so as to give the law- 
makers the benefit of the coun- 
cil’s judgment, has now changed 
his mind, He thinks Nourse was 
“wise to keep quiet.” 

How the President resolves the 
conflict will determine, in large 
part, the future vitality and use- 
fulness not only of the council but 
also of the entire Employment Act 
of 1946.

The VA Insurance Task 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Administrator Carl R. Gray has al- 
ready replied to an article in Reader’s 
Digest expressing the opinion that the 
Veterans’ Administration “swindles the 
taxpayer.” I would like to add an em- 
ploye’s personal observations. For two 
and one-half years I worked with the 
Insurance Service. 

Charles Stevenson, the author of the 
Reader’s Digest article, has apparently 
chosen to ignore the favorable com- 
ments made by such commercial and 
private publications as the Wall Street 
Journal, The weekly trade magazine 
National. Underwriter has commented 
on one phase of our operations as fol- 
lows: 

National. Service Life Insurance 
branches have had a staggering job 
on their hands in handling the re- 
instatement applications that came 
flooding in as the result of the July 
31 termination of the easy reinstate- 
ment requirements and the return 
to requirements set up on an under- 
writing basis. 

For example, the Chicago branch, 
handling about 10 per cent of the 
entire country’s NSL] business, had 
applications for insurance from 
more than 40,000 veterans for more 
than $250,000,000 of insufance on the 
next working day following expira- 
tion of the easy reinstatement pe- 
riod. This was on top of more than 
18,000 applications received during 
the previous 30 days for approxi- 
mately $110,000,000, or about double 
the previous monthly average. 

When it is realized that only 84 
companies out of the hundreds in 
the United States have more than 
$2350,000,000 in force each, it is ob- 
vious that this is a tremendous load 
to put on an office force that al- 
ready had plenty of work on its 
agenda. However, the work is now 
down to a current basis. 

In other words, the Chicago office 
alone had more applications for insur-

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Minimum Wage Prospects 

A bill to raise the minimum wage from the 
present 40 cents to 75 cents an hour is ready 
for debate in the House. Unfortunately, the 
Labor Committee rejected an amendment which 
would have covered employes on large indus- 
trialized farms. Laborers in the “food factories” 
of California, Texas, Florida and other states are 
as shamelessly exploited as any workers left in 
America. Their continued exclusion should not 
be yielded to the farm bloc without a show- 
down fight on the floor. 

As originally written by the Administration, 
the bill would have covered “all activities affect- 
ing commerce” and all retail stores doing an 
annual business of above $500,000. This was an 
effort to protect workers not now under the 
federal law and living in states which have not 
adopted state wage floors. 

The Labor Committee rejected the first of 
these provisions but approved the second. The 
purpose is good, but a rule concerning the size 
of a business does not draw the line between 
interstate and intrastate commerce. So it is 
important that the several provisions of the law 
be made separable so that the remainder will 
stand if some of the parts go down under con- 
stitutional attack. 

Of course, retail employes—and workers m 
hotels, restaurants, laundries, etc—do need mini- 
mum wage protection. They actually need it 
more than the well-organized factory workers 
who are already covered. It is still a question, 
however, whether an act of Congress ean give 
it to them or they will have to look to their 
own legislatures. ° 

Some states have been unduly slow to act. 


Missouri is one of these. So the Truman Admin- 
istration is trying to fill this unsatisfied need. 
The effort is commendable, and it should spur 
state legislatures to adopt minimum wage laws 
and remove any occasion for a contest of federal 
vs. state rights. 


A Big Step in Civil Rights 

By the overwhelming vote of 92 to 24—almost 
4 to. 1—the Missouri House has approved re- 
moval of the 85-year ban against Negro students 
at the University of Missouri and the tax- 
supported state colleges for white students. 

This bold action goes beyond the recommen- 
datios of the univers™y’s Board of Curators, 
which proposed that Negroes be admitted to 
graduate and professional courses in which 
equivalent instruction was not offered by Lin- 
coln University for Negroes, in Jefferson City. 
It goes beyond the same stand taken by the 
House University Committee. It accepts the 
broader proposal of the House's special Equal 
Rights Committee that all discrimination be 
ended at the university level. ! 

Though Representative Howard Elliott of St. 
Louis county introduced the amendment whick 
broadened the bill, it was the membership of 
the House which readied it for final passage. 

Mr. Elliott, who was chairman of the Equal 
Rights Committee, described the difference to 
his colleagues and said he was -prepared to 
broaden it by opening all departments of the 
state university and the other state colleges, 
The House debated the amendment. It heard 
Representative Neal of Kansas City say that 
bullets were not marked “colored” and “white” 
on the battlefield. Then it voted 69 to 51 to go 
all the way in ending such discrimination. 

If the Legislature passes the bill in this form, 
certain adjustments will need to be made with 
respect to Lincoln University and other institu- 
tions now solely for Negroes. But there will be 
time enough for these to be worked on on an 
over-all statewide basis. 

The House is to be commended warmly for 
voting to make use of the authority which the 
1945 Constitution gives it to end segregation in 
collegiate education. Missouri is now beginning 
to catch up with Arkansas and Oklahoma which- 
have pulled ahead of this state in the last two 
years in providing equal opportunity in univer- 
Sity education. Z 
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After Three Months 


As aceurate a way as any to measure the time 
consumed by the Dixiecrat-Old Guard filibuster 
in the Senate is to check the state of legislation. 

The new Congress has been in session three 
months lacking only a few days. Yet, as of noon 
March 26, Editorial Research Reports announced 
that only three bills had been passed by both 
chambers and signed by the President. These 
were: $16,000,000 relief for Palestine, invitation 
to hold the 1956 Olympic games in Detroit and 
two-year extension for the Freedom Train. 

Thus, the first major piece of legislation to be 
sent to the White House is the continuation of 
rent control—in a watered-down form. And rent 
control legislation goes to Mr. Truman now only 
because Congress was forced to act at this time 
or permit rent control to go by the boards. 

This three-month record, particularly in the 
Senate, lacks a lot of measuring up to the re- 
markable Truman victory at the polls last No- 
vember. 


10 Days to Save Zoning 

There are 10 days left in which the city zon- 
ing ordinance may be saved. It will be saved 
if the Mayor, the City Plan Commission and a 
majority of the Board of Aldermen act with de- 
termination and promptness. 

To do so, all concerned must rise above nar- 
rgw individual pressures. They must realize 
that this ordinance is necessary for the good of 
the community as a whole, however distasteful 
it may be to some individuals. j 

In this sense, zoning is like the anti-smoke 
ordinance. That never would have been 
adopted if the city government had listened only 
to the coal dealers. The zoning ordinance will 
not be adopted if the Aldermen listen only to 
the real estate crowd. 

The ordinance is now back in the hands of the 
City Plan Commission to which it was sent in a 
buck-passing maneuver by the aldermanic zon- 
ing committee. The commission, which devoted 
years to the preparation of the ordinance, was 
asked to give it further study. Well, the alder- 
men did not say how much more study. So hav- 
ing read it over once more, the commission can 
send the measure back to the City Hall. 

Then it will be up to the Aldermen to say 
whether they will vote on the ordinance or 
whether they will let it die in committee. Here 
Mayor Kaufmann could be of help. He has on 
several occasions expressed himself in favor of 
zoning. As we have said before, he now can add 
a crowning touch to a good record by making an 
eleventh-hour fight for the ordinance. 

St. Louis needs this measure to check the 
spread of blight and decay. It is the missing in- 
gredient in the city’s plans for a brighter future. 
The Aldermen should insist at least on being 
polled on this question—especially those who 
are seeking re-election. 
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U.S. Neglect of the DPs 

Nine ‘months ago the Eightieth Congress 
passed a law to admit 205,000 of Europe’s dis- 
placed persons over a period of years. That 
forecast an average admission of almost 10,000 
of these worthy refugees each month. 

Yet the law, as it was passed, was so hobbled 
that the total for the entire period since last 
July 1 has just now reached 10,000. The figure 
was passed when Dr. Joseph Schlesinger, 38- 
year-old Hungarian physician and survivor of 
six German concentration camps, came down on 
the S. S. Ernie Pyle’s gangplank in New York. 
It is now impossible for anything like the 100,- 
000-quota for the first 12 months to be admitted 
before July 1. 

This is a pitiful performance by the United 
States. And there is no satisfaction to anyone 
to say, even though it is true, that primary re- 
sponsibility for it rests on little men in the 
Eightieth Congress like Chapman Revercomb, 
who, after long delay, put over the inadequate, 
makeshift bill which President Truman reluc- 
tantly signed. 

The International Refugee Organization esti- 
mates that there are approximately 600,000 per- 
sons in Europe still in need of repatriation and 
resettlement. And the best the United States 
has been able to do in the nearly four years 
since V-E day is to open its doors to 10,000. It 
is enough to make the great figure of Liberty in 
New York harbor hang her head in shame. 
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A man jailed for disorderly conduct was re- 
leased in reward of his sorrowing dog’s conduct, 
which the judge found exemplary.

“Faint sign” of returning party responsibility on issue of civil 
rights is welcomed by New York newspaper; 35 Republican Sena- 
* tors for testing filibuster rule which they helped pass; cloture 
petition to force vote on poll tax is opening move against Dixiecrats.

The question of civil rights shows life 
again. The Republicans, after teaming up 
with the Southern Democrats to solidify 
the filibuster, now return to the historic 
attack. 

A round-robin of 35 Republicans, includ- 
ing all intellectual stripes in the minority, 
proposes that it will stand together on a 
cloture petition to force a vote on outlaw- 
ing the poll tax. This is only an opening 
sally, but it does suggest that the South- 
ern triumph was not 
absolute and ever- 
lasting. 

Under the Senate’s 
new “Rule of 64,” the 
Southerners got 
what they demand- 
ed. A filibuster con- 
tinues until a two- 
thirds of the mem- 
bership—64 out of 96 
—cClamps down. Ex- 
cept for the great 
occasions of national Senator Wherry 
emergency, this would appear to be an 
almost insurmountable handicap. The 
Southerners made their position as secure 
as they know how; such civil rights as~- 
might ever be enacted must first meet 
Southern approval. 

But the “Rule of 64” did place a definite 
numerical control on the filibuster, which 
is an advance of sorts. Previously a fili- 


buster could be worn down only by su- 
perior physical endurance and expert lead- 
ership. 

If 64 Senators now find themselves of a 
unified and compelling mind, they 
stop the minority and come to a vote. t 
least the fogginess was taken out of the 
old situation. 

As matters developed—thanks to Demo- 
cratic dallying, prevailing Republican dis- 
position to play along with the Dixiecrats, 
and an inchoate reluctance to tackle civil 
rights in one swoop—the “Rule of 64” was 
about all that could be brought out of the 
bog. 

Senator Wherry, defending his creation, 
promised stoutly that civil-rights legisle- 
tion would yet emerge. Even the Demo- 
crats gave vague assurances that they 
would return to civil rights on some happy 
day when other passing business: was sur- 
mounted. 

We are pleased at the faint sign of re- 
turning Republican responsibility. After 
the mixed Republican record on the fili- 
buster, a mite of amends is in order. 

If the “Rule of 64” is really an effective 
instrument under stress, as Senator Taft 
is convinced, then by all means let us 
proceed to an honest test. |

What might have been a grand act of 
American humanitarianism came forth 
crabbed and stunted, an act instead which 
typified the narrow bias of a few members 
of Congress. This was the Wiley-Revercomb 
bill for the admission of displaced persons 
to the United States, passed by the Eighti- 
eth Congress. It might better have been 
called “an act to exclude certain persons 
from America,” for that is what it accom- 
plishes. 


The noblest thought ever expressed by 
an American was by the Revolutionary 
leader who wrote: “We hold these truths 
to be self-evident: that all men are created 
equal...” But the authors of the DP 
law did not agree. They wrote a measure 
deliberately discriminating against Jews 
and Catholics. 

The chief “gimmicks” 
Revercomb act are these: 

1, It limits “displaced persons” to those 
who entered the western zones on or before 
Dec. 22, 1945. This cuts out Catholics who

. fled from the Soviet control area and the 


Jews who fled into the camps from new 
persecutions in 1046. 


2. It arbitrarily awards 40 per cent of the 
visas to Baltic peoples—fine immigrants, 
but 40 per cent is far out of line with their 


proportion in the DP camps. This limits © 


the chances of other national groups. 

3. It requires that 30 per cent of visas go 
to ex-farmers, which bars persons with 
other valuable skills. 

4. It charges DPs against future immi- 
gration quotas of the countries of origin— 
even though during the war there were 
more than 900,000 unused visas to which 
these peoples should have claim. 

All of these discriminatory features, so. 
contrary to American principle, should be 
eliminated from the law. And, in the line 
of constructive amendment, we should go 
further and raise the present limit of 205,- 
000 persons in two years to 405,000 persons 
in four years. 

America is big beyond wealth or size. 
We have a bigness of the heart which the 
authors of the DP law have not under- 
stood. Senator Chapman -Revercomb of 
West Virginia was defeated largely because 
he crabbed this law. Now we look to the 
new Congress—without Senator Revercomb 
—to make proper amends. . 


Army Courts Cannot Use Nazi Methods

It is difficult to see how Gen. Clay can 
avoid a final commutation of sentence for 
the four remaining “Malmedy killers.” Of a 
group of 79 SS. men arrested and tried for 
the mass killing of more than 80 unarmed 
American prisoners during the Battle of 
the Bulge, only this group is left under 
sentence of death. Forty-two others who 
also received death sentences have received 
commutations.

HOSE b that look 60 
graceful lacy in the dis- 
tance are not for the delicate 

romantic minds of 


bridges made of things that 
are e 0 
few women understand or would 
ever be interested in. 

Women have gone into plenty of 
men’s jobs — but among the 937 
possible peacetime occupations 
listed by the United States Em- 

oyment Service, civil engineering 
is labeled only “partially suitable” 
for women. 

A bridge represents one of the 
basic differences between the male 
and female mind. It’s built out of 
mathematics, mechanics, abstrac- 
tions and heavy, impersonal steel. 
These are things that men like to 
wrestle with much more than 
women do. Maybe the male mind 
finds them easier to understand— 
or maybe the girls are just too in- 
terested in other things that are 
more personal. 

In mechanical aptitude tests 
women usually score from 30 per 
cent to 50 per cent lower 'than 
men. In high school grades boys 
get better marks in math and me- 
chanical studies — but the girls 
beat them in English and the 
arts. In college entrance exams, 
boys continue to be better in math 
and the sciences, while the. girls 
stay ahead in languages and social 
studies. In aptitude tests for en- 
gineering and architecture, by a 
leading technieal collegé, only 
seven women who have taken the 
tests have passed — for every 25 
men. 

And out on the job there are the 
same feminine tendencies to back 
away from technology and science. 
Only 6 per cent of the chemists 
in the United States are women; 
only 9 per cent of the biologists; 


only 4 per cent of the physicists; 
3 per cent of the geologistse—one-

He Has the Other Millionaires Upset 


They Take Dim View of Elderly Beer Tycoon’s Desire to Help the Working Man

OSEPH E. , 
Jrear-oia Milwaukee brewing and 

banking millionaire, is just 
about the most unpopular man in 
brewing, banking and other staid, 
substantial circles today. The 
other day, Uihlein resigned a 
bank directorship to devote his 
full time to “encouraging the or- 
ganization of white-collar work- 


ers” and, in addition, he has man- * 


aged to shake tradition-minded 
tycoons with such statements 
that most wealthy persons would 
be “better off if they had to 
work.” 

Six feet tall, gray-haired, vig- 
orous and garrulous, Uihlein 
broke into the spotlight and hor- 
rified his family early this month 
when, appearing before a state 
legislative committee at Madison 
‘in support of a bill to permit 
cumulative voting by corporation 
stockholders, he expressed him- 
self on several other matters as 
well. Among them was a pro- 
posal that his family’s Joseph 
Schlitz Brewing Co. should estab- 
lish a welfare fund for its work- 
ers, financed by contribution of 
25 cents a barrel for all the beer 
it sells, a tidy sum based on last 
year’s production of 4,350,000 bar- 
rels. 

The next-day, Uihlein went on 
to say that he believed corpora- 
tions, before taxes, should dis- 
tribute more of their earnings to 
workers, that he believed “some 
sort of socialization of business” 
in this country was inevitable, 
and that John L. Lewis, the 
United Mine Workers’ president, 
was “a wonderful man.” ; 

“Oh, I know he can be mean at’ 


times,” Uihlein said, “but he has 


done a wonderful amount of good 
for the miners.” 

His suggestion of a Schlitz wel- 
fare fund, patterned on Lewis’s 
welfare fund for coal miners 
brought forth a retort from his 
younger brother, Erwin E. Uih- 
lein that Joseph was an “outsider 
(who) has no authority to speak 
for the company, the manage- 
ment or its employes.” 

The present manager of the 
company, 62-year-old Erwin Uih- 
lein has headed it since repeal. 
Before prohibition, Joseph Uihlein 
had been vice president and man- 
ager of the brewery, which is al- 
most entirely family owned, and 
until about four years ago held 
a one-seventeenth share of the 
stock. At that time he transferred 
all but 87 shares of. the stock to 
his childrer. ‘This stock earned 
more than $1,200,000 last year, 
which prompted the elder Uihlein 
to say he felt it gave him a “per- 
fect right to comment on the 
management. of the brewery.” 
And, in additional rebuttal, he an- 
nounced that he was resigning, 
after 20 years, as director of the 
First Wisconsin National bank, 
Wisconsin's largest bank, to “en- 
courage” the organization of 
white collar workers. 

Many persons in banking and 
financial circles here cannot con-

ceive of anyone talking as Joseph 
Uihlein does, and have wondered 
if perhaps his age has something 
it. A Milwaukee 
brewer, voicing another popular 
belief, remarked that, in his opin- 
ion, it was “just a family feud.” 
He went on to characterize Joseph 
as “an extremely well-read and, 
in some ways, a brilliant man, 
but an impractical business man.” 
Among associates of the Uihleins, 
it is widely believed that there is 
enmity between Joseph and his 
brothers, Erwin and Robert, who 
is also connected with the 
brewery. 

Joseph Uihlein denies vehe- 
mently that he holds any ill will 
toward anyone. He points out that 
his own wife has accused him of 
“talking like a fool,” although he 
added quickly that, “Of course, 
she didn’t really Mean it because 
we are still sweethearts.” His sons 


also oppose his welfare fund Ppro- 
posal, he said.

HE welfare fund proposal is 
T not the first coldly received 

suggestion Uihlein has made 
with regard to brewery policy. Sev- 
eral years ago, his motion, made at 
a stockholders’ meeting, that the 
brewery provide Gental care for 
all its workers and their families, 
died without a second. Other un- 
popular proposals that he made 
while still a brewery director were 
to give Marquette University 205 
acres of brewery-owned land for 
a new campus, and to give $10,000 
bonuses one year to 25 key pro- 
duction men. 

This last proposal, Uihlein said, 
was strongly opposed by a cousin 
on the board “who said so much 
money would spoil the men.” 
Vihlein says he has never been

He 
will concede that his views might 
very well do that, but he insists 
that he speaks only what he be- 
lieves to be true and with no ill 
will. He was not particularly sur- 
prised, he said, when one brother 
called him a Communist in a 
stockholders’ meeting, “although 
I’m no more a Communist than 
the Pope is. 

Uihlein is not a member of any 
church but has a strong feeling 
about “the vengeance of God.” He 
points to the serious illnesses of 
several Uihleins and to tragic 
deaths in the family and says he 
believes the present generation of 
Vihleins is paying retribution for 
the sharply acquisitive methods of 
the founders of the fortune. He 
said that he once proposed to the 
family that a federal judge be 
asked to rule what would be a 
fair payment by the brewery to 
settle moral accounts with one of 
the brewery’s early stockholders 
“who was squeezed out” but that 
he got nowhere.

South had to lose a heart trick 
‘as well as a diamond, and there- 
fore was down one. 


It was North’s jump from one 
heart to two spades at this table 
which started a chain of bidding - 
that put North himself in a very 
bad spot. When South, over the 
intervening three diamond bid, 
made his four-club call, North 
found himself caught between the 
two horns of a dilemma. If he 
raised clubs, on top of his previous 
spade jump, he feared that this 
would put the partnership in a 
contract that was a trick too high; 
so, although he was not fond of 
giving a heart preference on only 
king-small, he chose that appar- 
ently safer course. Then, when 
South cue-bid diamonds, North 
was still afraid of getting up too 
high, and therefore felt forced to 
go back to hearts. 

South was naturally misled, and, 
expecting far better heart sup- 
port, bid the slam in the wrong 


suit. 

The bidding would have gone 
much more smoothly if North had 
properly responded to the heart 
opening with only one spade.

“I've been thinking about this 
for about 15 years,” he said last 
week. “I began to discover that a 
lot of people of wealth are not 
deserving of what they possess. 
I think a whole lot of them would 
be better off if they had to work.”
